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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


No  epidemic  of  infectious  disease  occurred  throughout 
the  year.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  no  deaths  occurred 
as  a result  of  Diphtheria. 

Cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  are,  in  the  first 
place,  investigated  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  A descriptive 
leaflet  dealing  with  the  principles  of  current  disinfection  is 
left  with  the  householder,  together  with  a “ free  from  infec- 
tion” stamp  addressed  postcard.  On  the  recovery  of  the 
patient  the  Medical  Practitioner  completes  and  returns  this 
card  to  the  Health  Department  and  terminal  disinfection 
of  the  room(s)  occupied  by  the  patient  is  then  arranged. 
All  such  rooms  are  sealed  and  disinfected  with  formaldehyde 
gas.  Contacts  of  the  disease  are  maintained  under  close 
supervision  where  necessary. 

Thirty-two  houses  were  disinfected  during  the  year. 

Where  suitable  isolation  and  nursing  facilities  have 
existed,  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  home  nursing 
of  Scarlet  Fever  cases.  In  general,  this  system  has  functioned 
satisfactorily. 

Fourteen  patients  were  admitted  to  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospitals  from  the  Audenshaw  area.  The  causal  diseases

The  tuberculosis  notification  system  worked  effec- 
tively and  no  compulsion  was  necessitated  in  the  re- 
moval to  hospital  of  any  tuberculous  person. 

No  evidence  has  been  forthcoming  of  persons  suffering 
from  active  tuberculosis  carrying  on  employment  in  the 
milk  production  or  distribution  trades. 

Disinfection  was  arranged  where  necessary. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Pathological  and  bacteriological  specimens  were  dealt 
with  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester,  and 
also  at  the  Pathological  Department  of  the  Ashton-u-Lyne 
District  Infirmary.  This  service  also  applied  to  private 
practitioners  who  were  able  to  forward  specimens  direct 
to  the  laboratories.  Swabs  and  other  material  were  ob- 
tainable from  the  laboratories  concerned  and  from  this 
department. 

Seventy-seven  specimens  have  been  examined  under  this 
scheme,  fifty-two  in  relation  to  suspected  diphtheria 
cases,  and  twenty-five  in  relation  to  the  typhoid,  salmonella 
and  dysentery  groups  of  organisms.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  district  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Ashton,  Staly- 
bridge  and  Dukinfield  Joint  Water  Board.  The  water  supply 
proved  sufficient  in  quantity  and  of  a satisfactory  quality 
throughout  the  year.  All  the  water  supplied  was  subjected  to 
gravity  and  pressure  filtration,  with  subsequent  sterilisation 
by  ozonisation. 

No  samples  were  taken  by  this  Authority  during  the 
year,  but  routine  samples  were  taken  by  the  Joint  Water 
Board  at  various  parts  of  the  supply  system  in  Audenshaw.

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

Work  oil  the  new  sewerage  system  was  progressive 
throughout  the  year. 

Numerous  drains  were  cleansed  and  repaired,  and  several 
drainage-systems  were  reconstructed  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Department. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

Closet  accommodation  existing  within  the  district  at  31st 
December,  1950,  may  be  categorised  as  under: —

Several  of  the  pail  closets  are  situate  at  farms  and  houses 
where  sewer  connections  are  not  available  within  a reasonable 
distance.  This  mode  of  disposal  has  also  been  employed  at 
certain  temporary  buildings  and  contractors’  sites. 

Ten  waste-water  closets  were  voluntarily  converted  by 
owners  during  the  year,  all  conversion  works  being  completed 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  local  building 
bye-laws. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE 


SCAVENGING 

There  are  approximately  thirteen  and  one-half  miles  of 
roads  within  the  district,  excluding  unadopted  roads,  streets, 
passages,  etc. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  an  agreement  was 
reached  with  die  Hyde  Borough  Council,  whereby  the  Hyde 
mechanical  sweeper  was  hired  for  two  half-days  per  week  for 
main-road  cleansing  work  in  Audcnshaw.  The  original 
number  of  street  orderlies  was  then  reduced  from  three 
to  two. 

Earlier  in  the  year  the  Surveyor’s  Department  assumed 
responsibility  for  the  cleansing  of  street  gullies. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

No  privy-middens  or  ash-pits  exist,  as  such,  within  the 
district.  An  approximate  number  of  4,300  movable  dustbins 
require  regular  emptying. 

Collection  of  refuse  was  carried  out  by  two  vehicles,  one 
a twenty  horse-power  Bedford,  and  the  other  a Karrier  refuse 
collector,  each  being  manned  by  a team  consisting  of  five 
men  and  a driver.  A third  vehicle,  an  open  Commer  truck, 
was  employed  in  the  organising  of  separate  salvage  collections 
and  the  delivery  of  new  dustbins  within  the  district. 

Approximately  4,394  tons  of  refuse  were  collected  over 
the  twelve-monthly  period.

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

All  refuse  was  dealt  with  by  controlled  tipping  methods, 
the  tip  being  situate  on  low-lying  ground  in  the  Sheplcy  Road 
area.  Two  tip  attendants  were  employed  on  the  work. 

SALVAGE 

During  the  twelve  months  commencing  1st  January,  1950, 
a total  sum  of  £144  was  realised  from  the  sale  of  salvage.  The 
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weights  of  the  different  materials  were  as  under: —

The  collection  of  waste-paper  was  virtually  abandoned 
for  several  months,  from  the  beginning  of  the  year  onwards. 
The  prices  offered  per  ton  were  insufficient  to  afford  adequate 
coverage  on  workers’  wages  and  other  necessary  expenditure. 
Prices  showed  some  tendency  to  rise  later  in  the  year  and  a 
contract,  under  which  the  Authority  was  guaranteed  set 
minimum  rates,  was  agreed  upon  jointly  by  the  Council  and 
a Lancashire  paper  mill. 

SNOW  CLEARANCE 

In  order  to  avoid  dislocation  of  other  essential  services, 
a skeleton  staff  was  employed,  together  with  one  vehicle,  to 
deal  with  light  snowfalls  and  frosted  roads.  A trailer  gritting 
machine  was  used  to  distribute  anti-frost  materials. 

In  the  event  of  emergency  all  available  men  from  the 
Health,  Highways,  and  Cemetery  and  Parks  Departments 
would  be  directed  to  the  work.  A rota  system  was  in  operation, 
this  ensuring  that  men  were  prepared  for  duty  at  all  hours  of 
the  night  and  day. 

The  ready  co-operation  of  other  Council  Departments  in 
loaning  men  to  this  Department  is  greatly  appreciated.

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TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS 

No  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  in  respect  of 
camping  sites. 

One  caravan  was  found  to  be  unsuitably  sited  and  was 
removed  from  the  district  shortly  after  the  initial  inspection 
by  your  officer. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Fifteen  half-hourly  observations  of  factory  chimneys  were 
made  during  die  year. 

In  die  absence  of  bye-laws,  controlling  the  density,  colour 
or  content  of  smoke  emissions,  a tentative  standard  has  been 
employed,  this  being  based  upon  a permissible  maximum  of 
three  minutes  dense  smoke  per  half-hourly  observation. 

The  owners  of  one  factory  were  persuaded  to  change  over 
from  coal  to  coke  fuel  for  use  in  a vertical  fire-tube  boiler, 
provided  with  a very  low  chimney.  In  the  past  there  has  been 
some  persistent  nuisance  from  this  source,  but  the  employ- 
ment of  coke  now  appears  to  have  achieved  some  substantial 
reduction  in  the  amount  ot  nuisance,  with  no  loss  of  in- 
dustrial efficiency. 

A joint:  scheme  for  the  investigation  of  atmospheric  pollu- 
tion became  operative  during  the  year,  in  respect  of  approxi- 
mately seventeen  local  authorities,  all  bounding  mainly  the 
eastern  side  of  Manchester.  The  principal  objects  of  the 
scheme  are  to  investigate  sulphur  dioxide  contents  of  the 
atmosphere,  arising  from  the  use  of  industrial  and  domestic 
fuel-burning  appliances,  and  the  effects  of  atmospheric  pollu- 
tion on  plant  life.  Each  local  authority  concerned  has  received 
at  least  one  lead  peroxide  instrument,  and  the  reactions  of 
the  lead  peroxide  to  atmospheric  sulphur  dioxide  will  be 
assessed  on  a monthly  basis. 

Sulphur  dioxide  may  well  be  regarded  as  invisible  and 
even  the  complete  eradication  of  smoke,  with  its  contained 
carbons  and  tarry  matter,  from  installations  not  possessing 
sulphur  removing  apparatus  would  accomplish  very  little  in 
eliminating  sulphur  emissions.  The  effects  of  sulphuric  acid 
on  building  materials  are  only  too  well  known  ; its  effects 
on  the  body  may  be  more  adverse. 

ERADICATION  OF  INSECT  PESTS 

Ten  houses  were  found  to  be  subject  to  bed-bug  infesta- 
tion during  the  year. 
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Tliirty-one  premises,  on  investigation,  proved  to  be  infested 
with  other  types  of  insect  pests. 

Occupiers,  in  the  main,  have  responded  well  to  suggestions 
and  advice  given  by  the  Department. 


FILTHY  PREMISES 

Where  necessary,  verbal  cautions  have  been  administered 
in  cases  of  fildiy  premises.  Only  in  one  instance  has  it  been 
necessary  to  serve  statutory  notice  on  an  occupier. 

With  the  most  hardened  examples  of  neglect  it  has  often 
been  essential  to  maintain  a system  of  visits  enduring  over 
many  months.  Sudden  termination  of  inspection  would,  in 
such  cases,  result  in  a return  of  deteriorating  conditions. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Authority  has  the  services  of  one  full-time  rodent 
opei  ator. 

Two  complete  surveys  of  the  district  sewers  were  carried 
out  during  the  year,  such  surveys  including  the  baiting  of 
all  manholes,  and  poisoning  where  necessary. 

Where  surface  infestations  were  found  to  have  been 
caused  by  defective  drainage-systems,  the  necessary  steps 
were  taken  to  abolish  the  source  of  infestation.

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WORKPLACES 

Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 
HOUSING 

Dangerous  Walls,  Structures,  etc. 

Information  was  submitted  to  the  Surveyor  in  respect  of 
several  premises. 

Housing  Repairs  and  Conditions. 

There  has  been  very  little  improvement  in  the  property' 
repair  position  during  the  year  under  review.  The  service  of 
statutory  notices  has  become,  regrettably,  a customary  rather 
than  an  exceptional  factor  in  the  process  of  requiring  repairs 
to  premises.  A detailed  housing  survey  of  the  more  aged 
property  in  the  district  would  appear  to  be  necessary  if  a clear 
picture  of  reconditioning  and  re-housing  requirements  is  to 
be  formed. 

Four  houses  were  demolished  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  during  the  year.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Slaughtering  for  the  district  was  carried  out  at  Stockport 
No.  2 Abattoir.  This  slaughterhouse  operates  on  a regional 
basis  and  caters  for  the  following  districts  : Audenshaw, 

Bredbury  and  Romiley,  Denton,  Hyde  Borough,  and  Marple. 
The  meat  inspection  services  are  worked  on  a rota  system 
by  the  inspectorate  concerned.  Your  officer  was  originally 
required  to  attend  the  Abattoir  on  a one-week-in-four  basis. 
The  system  was,  however,  revised,  consequent  upon  represen- 
tatives of  the  local  authorities  concerned  meeting  to  discuss 
a more  satisfactory  manner  of  apportioning  the  duties.  As 
a result  of  these  meetings,  the  attendance  rota  is  now  based 
on  the  relative  proportions  of  population  within  the  districts, 
and  the  rota  detail  for  Audenshaw  has  been  amended  to  a 
one-week-in-eight  basis.

In  the  year  under  review  very  little  progress  was  made 
with  regard  to  the  improvement  of  structural  and  planning 
conditions  existent  at  the  Stockport  No.  2 Abattoir. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  lends  itself  adequately  to 
the  condemnation  and  seizure  of  unsound  food  which  is  in- 
tended for  sale.  An  authorised  officer  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Act  is  not  empowered  to  seize  or  condemn  unsound  food 
which  does  not  enter  into  the  undermentioned  categories,  viz.: 

(I)  Any  food  intended  for  human  consumption  which 
has  been  sold,  or  is  offered  or  exposed  for  sale,  or  is 
in  the  possession  of  or  has  been  deposited  with  or 
consigned  to,  any  person  for  the  purpose  of  sale  or  of 
preparation  for  sale. 
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(2)  Any  food  intended  for  human  consumption,  which  is 
(a)  offered  as  a prize  or  reward  in  connection  with 
any  entertainment  to  which  the  public  are  admitted, 
whether  on  payment  of  money  or  not,  or  (b)  offered 
as  a prize  or  reward  or  given  away  for  the  purpose 
of  advertisement,  or  in  furtherance  of  any  trade  or 
business;  or  (c)  exposed  or  deposited  in  any  premises 
for  the  purpose  of  being  so  offered,  or  given  away 
as  aforesaid. 

It  is  customary  for  certain  pig  breeders  to  forfeit  their 
bacon  ration  and  arrange  for  die  slaughter  of  one  of  their 
own  pigs,  there  being  an  understanding  that  any  portion  of 
the  slaughtered  pig  shall  not  be  sold  for  human  consumption. 
Such  pig  owners  will  normally  permit  inspection  of  the  pig 
carcase  and  organs  and  will  often  voluntarily  surrender  any 
portions  or  organs  found  to  be  diseased. 

A case  occurred  during  the  year  whereby  an  owner 
removed  several  organs  affected  with  tuberculosis,  together 
with  healthy  parts  of  the  animal.  This  person  had  been  made 
fullv  aware  of  the  post-mortem  findings  of  disease.  In  this 
instance,  powers  of  persuasion  failed  to  achieve  a vitally 
necessary  retention  of  diseased  food.  In  the  absence  of  any 
evidence  of  sale  or  proposed  sale  no  action  could  be  taken  to 
prevent  this  food  from  being  used  for  purposes  of  human 
consumption,  either  by  members  of  the  owner’s  family  or  by 
other  persons.  Such  events  are  rare  in  your  officer’s  experience, 
but  they  serve  to  indicate  the  clear  need  for  early  revision  of 
the  existing  legislation.

STANDARDS  OF  HYGIENE  IN  FOOD  PREMISES. 

The  provision  of  a constant  supply  of  hot,  clean  water  is 
essential  if  the  principles  of  personal  hygiene  are  to  be  prac- 
tised to  the  full.  A constant  supply  can  only  be  obtained 
satisfactorily  by  the  provision  of  electrical  or  gas  apparatus. 
The  “back-boiler”  system  of  heating  water  is  normally  satis- 
factory, except  during  the  hotter  weather  when,  from  the 
point  of  view  of  personal  comfort  and  fuel  economy,  the 
burning  of  a lire  may  not  be  practicable.  Many  food  premises 
within  the  district  arc  yet  without  satisfactory  means  of  pro- 
viding hot  water.  On  receipt  of  an  application  for  registration 
for  the  sale  of  ice-cream,  when  an  occupier  desires  to  obtain  a 
catering  licence  or  when  there  is  a change  of  occupancy  in 
food  premises,  then  steps  are  taken,  if  necessary,  to  persuade 
the  occupier  to  install  a suitable  water-heating  unit. 

A small  number  of  premises  were  brought  up  to  standard 
in  respect  ol  hot  water  supply  over  the  year.  It  has  been 
ascertained  that  certain  other  occupiers  of  food  premises  are 
favourably  disposed  towards  the  idea  of  installing  a hot  water 
system,  subject  to  reasonable  time  being  afforded  them.
